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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I submit my fourth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. } | 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


There has been no change in the teaching force since my 
last report and very little change in the school enrollment. 
The statistics following this report as usual, show the figures 
for comparison with previous years. The percent of at- 
tendance for the school year 1925-’26 was practically the same 
as the state average for that year, and the tardiness was con- 
siderably less than the state average. Attendance this year 
has been still better until the last few weeks. All these con- 
ditions make possible a quality of work in the schools that has 
not always been secured. 


SUPERVISION 


The statistical report following shows 59 supervisory visits 
made during the year as compared with 64 the previous year. 
Not all of the supervisory work is done in actual school room 
visits but considerable is done by means of standard tests. 
The results of a series of standard tests and remedial teaching 
in language errors carried on last year illustrates what we are 
trying to do by this means. The test was given in October 
1925 to all fourth grade children. Specific suggestions were 
given the teachers for remedial teaching and the test repeated 
in December. After another period of remedial teaching, 
a test was given in March and again in May. Following the 
summer vacation and a period without specific instruction 
on these particular errors, the test was given again in Novem- 
ber 1926. The table below shows the percentage of all the 
fourth grade children in the district who scored A, B, C, D, 
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and E. In each test the gain was steady throughout the 
period of teaching and was permanent as indicated by the 


test given six months later.

The regular medical inspection by Dr. Pease in October 
showed the following:

No report has been made of the number of treatments 
secured since the previous examination as no provision has 
been made for follow-up work. 


ScHooL ATTENDANCE 


The purpose of the revision of the School Laws in 1919 was 
to equalize school opportunities. School attendance is only 
one aspect of this problem but it is an important one. Schools 
are required to be open at least thirty-six weeks each year 
and in the school year 1925—26 no school in the state fell 
short of this requirement. However, the actual time schools 
were In session in the 252 cities and towns varied from 328 
to 368 half days. Schools were in session 351 or more half

days in 48 cities and towns, but 16 of these have 37 or 38 
weeks instead of 36. At the other extreme were 40 towns 
with from 328 to 340 half days. The remaining 164 towns 
varied from 341 to 350 half days of school out of a possible 
360. The six towns in this Supervisory Union were in this 
middle group. The average in Mason was 342. 

I proposed to the teachers at the opening of schools last 
fall that all days lost on account of sickness, weather con- 
ditions, etc., during this school year should be made up so 
that we might be sure of at least 350 half days actually mn 
session. In many cases we hope to exceed that number. 
Some School Boards are now making contracts with their 
teachers calling for 360 half days with allowance for Teachers’ 
Institutes only. This is one way to increase school opportunt- 
ties without increasing the cost. 


CHARACTER EDUCATION 


This section is based on a Chapter in the biennial report of 
the State Board of Education, just published. 


We have read and heard much discussion in the past few 
years on the prevalence of lawlessness and immorality. ‘This 
has always been so, for every generation believes that young 
people are more thoughiless and less law abiding than former- 
ly. So called “crime waves” have swept our country from 
time to time but there ts nothing to indicate that they have 
affected the young people in any greater proportion than 
adults. On the other hand it is a matter of record that the 
number of misdemeanors and petty infractions of the law 
by children has decreased year by year. Exact comparison 
is difficult but I am convinced that, if we could make an 
accurate comparison of the children of today with those of 
say fifty or one hundred years ago as to their behavior in 
school, on the street, or elsewhere, such comparison would be 
very favorable to the present generation. 

Professor Bagley of Columbia University has attempted 
to determine the relative standing of the states of the Union 
as to morality and has reported the following tests: 
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1. He finds that in the list of 48 states New Hampshire 
stands second (being surpassed only by Vermont) in having 
the smallest proportion of its population committed to the 
federal penitentiaries. 

2. New Hampshire stands first in the list in having the 
smallest proportion of its resident population. committed to 
state prisons. 

3. New Hampshire stands first in the list in having the 
smallest ratio of homicides to the population. 


4. New Hampshire stands third in the list (being surpassed 
only by New York and Nevada) in having the smallest pro- 
portion of drafted soldiers free trom social diseases at the time 
of registration. Many other comparisons might be suggested 
but so far as I know have not been accurately investigated. 


Some people disturbed by what they believe to be an un- 
usual laxity in morals, have insisted that the remedy lies in 
the introduction of religion into the schools. There has 
never been a law in New Hampshire requiring instruction 
in religion or the use of the Bible in the schools. But by 
common custom some part of the school day in practically 
every school in the state has been devoted to exercises of a 
devotional character, including the use of the great psalms 
and prayers and daily reading from the Bible. There ts no 
doubt that these exercises are valuable in the development 
of character and they should be continued as one of the 
means by which the schools can encourage good behavior, 
but we must always guard against the use of any material 
that favors any one religious belief or creed above another. 


As a matter of fact an increasing amount of attention Is 
given in our public schools to definite struction in the civic 
and personal virtues. Many outlines have been prepared 
and used for this purpese, and a new and more comprehensive 
program in character education has just been prepared by a 
committee of experienced public school teachers in this 
state, which is about to be placed in the hands of the teachers. 

However effectively the principles of character may be tm- 
parted by direct instruction we recognize that much, if not 
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more, depends upon the children’s conscious or unconscious 
imitation of parents, teachers and associates. In the selection 
of teachers high moral character is a prime consideration. 
No teacher can be certified to teach in New Hampshire until 
her character is vouched for by dependable people, and her 
certificate may be cancelled at any time for immorality. 

“Character depends upon ideals, but in its expression it Is 
shown by daily reactions and habits. Our schools mculcate 
character by daily routine and effective administration, by 
insistance on regular and punctual attendance, upon diligence 
and an attitude of respect, by arithmetic and history, and 
organized play in which the teachers and pupils work to- 
gether.” 


FINANCES 


The Budget does not differ materially from the budgets 
in the last two years, except that the amount of state aid 
has increased. For the next fiscal year we shall receive in 
the neighborhood of $3200 state aid, and this with other 
income reduces the amount that would be called for by taxa- 
tion to $1376. But the first requirement to secure state aid 
is that the district raise a tax of five dollars per thousand 
dollars of the equalized valuation which amounts to $1728.17, 
approximately $350.00 more than the budget shows to be 
needed. The explanation is that the state aid’ alloted in 
any year is based upon the expenditures of the preceding 
year. Any balance of state aid money not used is held to 
the credit of the State Board and deducted from the allot- 
ment the following year. 


The only material change in “additional sums and statu- 
tory requirements”’ is in the amount required for high school 
tuitions. Practically all of the pupils who will complete the 
eighth grade in June plan to attend high school next year. 
Some will wish to attend high school in Ashby and others in 
Townsend. As was the case last year, it Is necessary that 
the School Board be authorized by vote of the district to 
make contracts with Ashby and Townsend for this purpose. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


The only recommendations I have to offer are that the 
Primary Room at the Centre School be equipped with 
blackboard like that placed in the Grammar Room this 
year, and that if possible the interior of the Number Six 
School be repainted. 

In closing I wish to express appreciation of the loyal co- 
operation and support of the teachers, members of the School 
Board, and citizens.
